English 
speaking adults participated at an average of 40.9 hours monthly with a 
participation rate of 74.2 percent.  This represents an hourly drop of 7.4 
hours of participation.  The participation of both ESL and English 
speaking adults is about two-thirds of the time suggested by research to be 
needed to achieve progress.
